March 1, 1904, at the age of 131 years j 
and 11 months. 
The issue 
of

New York Medical Record of March i 
5, 1904, contained the following item: I 
“Sophia Gab , prob ab ly 
the oldest; 
woman in Chicago, died there last 
week. 
She was supposed 
to 
have 
b een 129 years old. 
Born a slave, I 
she spent most of her life on a plan-; 
tatiou near Richmond, 
Va. 
W he n , 
released from 
slavery 
during 
t he ! 
Civil war she was 87 years 
old. 
A 
still more remarkab le story of longer- j 
ity is contained in the notice of t he ; 
death of Noah Rab y, in New Bruns­ 
wick, N. J., on March 1. 
It is as-] 
serted with much sub stantiality, that! 
he was b orn in Gates county, N. C., J 
on April 1 (significant date), 
1772, j 
so that had he lived one month long-i 
er he would have b een 132 years old. j 
He entered the United States navy as j 
soon as the United States 
had 
aj 
navy, and after serving for a num- j 
her of years was honorab ly dlscharg 
- 1 
ed in 1809. 
He never married, b ut; 
had smoked and chewed tob acco for , 
122 years, and had at one time b een \ 
a heavy drinker.” 
The enumerator’s returns 
of

twelfth census show that Rab y was i 
then an inmate of Piscataway aim-'I 
house, and his age at last 
b irthday i 
(128) and the month of b irth “April, 
1772,” correspond with the inform a-1 
tion contained in the certificate o f ; 
death. 


Going b ack further it is found t ha t ' 
Rab y was an inmate of the almhouse 
at the time of the ninth census (1870) j 
b ut the returns state his age as 59 j 
years, and not 9^, which 
it would 
have b een if sub sequent statem ents j 
as to his age were correct. 
If the j 
statement made in 1870 was 
correct, i 
at the time of his death he was 92 
years and 11 months, and not a cen-! 
tenarian at all, much less the “old-; 
est man in the country.” 
The report later on states that it 
would b e impracticab le for 
the Bu­ 
reau of Census 
to 
determine 
t he ! 
truth in regard to all unusual ages j 
as received from the official trans- j 
cripts of 
death. 
It is well 
known 
that many statem ents of exact age, j 
even in the middle period 
of life 
and in youth, are not 
strictly cor- j 
rect. 
In old age, impaired memory and 
the well known tendency 
of 
m a n y. 
aged persons to exaggerate, in the ut­ 
most good faith, the numb er of years 
they have lived, makes it not at all 
surprising 
that 
many 
unfounded; 
claims to extreme longevity 
arise. 
In the 
annual 
registration 
report 
from Maine and Massachusetts may 
b e found details in regard to the re-1 
ported 
centenarians 
who 
died 
in 
those states. 
Dr. Wilb ur states that it would b e 
desirab le that similar details b e giv­ 
en in all registration reports. 
Physi- 
I cians and registration o fficials sho uld 
try to ascertain the truth ab out such 
c a s e s , because of their extreme in­ 
terest to the pub lic, and for the rea­ 
son that so many foolish and sensa­ 
tional statem ents pass 
current.

should b e possib le, according to Dr.

An interesting statem ent of fatal­

Finding their condition intolerable I 
the plebeians in 497 B. C. seceded !<■ \ 
Mons Sacer, near Rome, where tho\ 
resolved to build a new city. 
But this 
step so alarmed the privileged classes 
that they granted to the commons the 
right of annually choosing from theii 
own numbers two magistrates, called 
tribunes, writh power to protect them 
against the aggressions of the patri­ 
cians. 
After the lapse of about 200 yerfrs 
the disabilities of the plebeians were 
almost entirely removed, and between 
the years 350-300 B. C. they secured 
the dictatorship, the censorship and 
the praetorship as well as the right to 
be pontiff and augur. 
Thus the Ro­ 
man republic, after two centuries of 
existence, finally secured a democratic 
form 
of 
government. — New 
York 
American.
